Missing  out? 


As  suspected  there  appear  to  be  many 
pharmacies  which  are  not,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  receiving  discounts 
from  their  wholesalers.  The  first 
returns  in  the  C&D  survey  also  show 
that  apparently  some  businesses  with 
sufficient  turnover  to  earn  discounts 
— if  purchasing  is  wisely  distributed 
— are  failing  either  to  get  discount  at 
all,  or  are  woefully  short  of  the 
proposed  "clawback"  level. 

To  quote  two  contractors  who  have 
sent  letters  with  their  forms:  — 
"I  lose  out  on  most  of  any  discount  I 
may  have  earned  as  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  pay  within  one  month. 
By  paying  in  60  days  I  lose  most  of  my 
discount."  The  writer  says  he  has  just 
paid  his  April  bill,  totalling  £4,005 
on  which  he  has  a  discount  of  £53! 

He  adds:  "If  the  Minister  fines  me 
5  per  cent  Til  be  closing  down. 
I  tried  paying  in  30  days,  but  was  so 
overdrawn  at  the  bank  that  interest 
charges  were  more  than  my  discount." 

The  second  writer  makes  a  very 
different  point.  "I  have  refused 
discounts  from  the  outset  as  I 
predicted  the  DHSS  would  see  them 
as  a  reduction  of  our  costs. 

"I  now  feel  very  let  down,  simply 


for  having  been  'straight'.  There 
should  be  a  differentiation  between 
the  takers  and  the  non-takers. 

"I  will  take  part  in  an  all  out  strike 
to  try  to  bring  this  Government  to  its 
senses  in  relation  to  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  I  have  been  a  moderate  Tory 
all  my  life,  but  I  would  find  it 
impossible  to  vote  for  them  again." 

We  are  sure  that  many  contractors 
share  these  thoughts  and  problems  and 
will  be  passing  all  information  received 
on  to  PSNC.  Nearly  all  the 
respondents  have  said  they  are  willing 
to  provide  the  negotiators  with 
documentary  evidence  if  required. 

This  is  not,  of  course,  a  statistical 
survey  (the  discount  inquiry  will  be 
designed  to  provide  that  information) 
but  we  are  convinced  that  there  are 
many  examples  to  prove  how  unfair 
the  Minister's  currently  proposed 
actions  would  be — remembering  that 
even  if  some  contractors  are  excluded 
from  the  clawback  at  the  lowest  levels, 
the  increased  burden  placed  upon 
those  at  the  top  of  the  scale  will  be 
more  than  even  the  most  astute 
contractor  will  have  been  capable  of 
attracting  by  way  of  discount. 

The  more  returns  we  receive,  the 
better  will  be  the  case,  so  for  the 
benefit  of  any  contractors  who  have 
not  yet  mailed  their  form  we  are 
repeating  it  below.  ■

Clothier  agreement 
jeopardised? 


Doctors  have  voted  against  the 
collection  of  the  £25,000  levy  to  fund 
their  half  of  the  Clothier  compensation 
ifund.  Both  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  professions  had  agreed  that 
such  a  fund  must  be  established,  as 
one  of  seven  joint  proposals,  before 
recommendation  4  of  the  Clothier 
report  on  rural  dispensing  could  be 
(implemented. 

The  Government  had  told  the 
doctors  before  their  Local  Medical 
Committees'  conference  over  the 
weekend  that  they  would  not  wish, 
nor  be  able  to  introduce  primary 
legislation  to  collect  this  levy 
statutorily.  Nevertheless  doctors  voted 
44  to  39  for  a  statutory  collection 
— -in  other  words  they  refused  to 
contribute  voluntarily.  Pharmacists 
agreed  on  a  voluntary  fund  by  an 
overwhelming  majority  at  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
conference  on  March  8. 

Derisory  amount 

Mr  Alan  Smith,  chief  executive 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee,  says  of  the 
doctors:  "1  fail  to  see  why  they 
can't  agree  to  pay  this  levy  voluntarily. 
Such  a  noble  profession  should  be 
able  to  'find  such  a  derisory  amount  of 
'money,  in  order  to  ensure  the 
implementation  of  the  Clothier 
agreement,  After  all,  it  is  for  the 
public  good. 

"This  is  particularly  sad  when 
thousands  of  pounds  of  public  money 
have  been  spent  over  the  years  on  the 
Clothier  Committee  and  the 
'standstill'  arrangements."  Alan  Smith 
ifears  that  doctors  may  use  this 
decision  as  an  excuse  not  to  implement 
the  joint  proposals  and  hence  create  a 
stalemate  because  of  the  present 
parliamentary  position. 

Dr  R.  John  Lewis,  a  member  of 
the  General  Medical  Services 
Committee,  told  C&D  that  he 
regarded  the  LMC  decision  as  a 
hiccup  only.  '"In  one  sense  we 
<GMSC)  have  always  wanted  a 
statutory  levy — if  you  rely  on  a 
voluntary  one,  you  could  end  up 
short  of  money  because  of  defectors. 

"At  the  end  of  the  day  we  do  not 
want  to  see  Clothier  killed  off.  There 


could  be  three  courses  of  action  open 
to  us:  renegotiation  with  the 
introduction  of  a  mandatory  levy, 
some  sort  of  arrangement  for  the 
collection  of  a  voluntary  levy 
(unsatisfactory)  or  the  provision  of  no 
compensation." 

Dr  Lewis  says  he  cannot  go  against 
the  conference  decision  and  will  have 
to  make  fresh  approaches  to  the 
Government.  Meanwhile,  because  the 
regulations  on  Clothier  are  still  at  draft 
stage,  any  delay  caused  by  the  difficulty 
over  the  compensation  fund  will  only 
take  effect  when  the  final  draft  has 
been  agreed  by  the  Government,  and 
both  professions. 

Dr  Lewis  said  that  as  a  result  of 
the  LMC  conference  and  the  debate 
ithere  he  no  longer  thought  dispensing 
doctors  who  had  opposed  Clothier 
from  the  outset  had  voted  for  a 
statutory  levy  to  halt  its 
implementation.  "No-one  stood  up  and 
said  that  they  wanted  to  kill  off 
Clothier." 

Several  of  the  more  militant 
dispensing  doctors  had,  however, 
commented  recently  to  him  on  the  new 
Rural  Pharmacist  Association. 
"They  believe  that  the  RPA  is  out 
to  kill  the  dispensing  doctors 
stonedead  and  are  therefore 
apprehensive  about  the  sincerity  of 
pharmacists  in  their  approach  to  the 
Clothier  agreement." 

Dr  Lewis  says  he  is  determined 
that  the  Clothier  agreement  will  be 


introduced."  It  will  not  fail  for  want 
one  recommendation." 

C&D  asked  the  DHSS  what  their 
•attitude  would  be  to  any  fresh 
approach  by  the  GMSC  in  the  light  of 
the  LMC  decision,  but  as  we  went  to 
press  no  reply  had  been  forthcoming.  ■ 

Tenterden— judicial 
review  adjourned 

"One,  or  possibly  two  of  the  three 
chemists'  shops  in  Tenterden  might 
be  put  out  of  business  if  local 
doctors  carry  on  dispensing  on  the 
scale  envisaged,  argued  Mr  Henderson 
on  the  second  day  of  the  hearing. 
That  was  the  view,  "expressed  in 
terms,"  by  the  Family  Practitioners' 
Committee  and  also  held  by  the 
Central  Joint  Committee  of 
Pharmacists  and  Doctors. 

"Dr  W.  Graham-Brown  (one  of  the 
Ivy  Court,  Tenterden,  group  practice) 
told  the  local  joint  committee  that 
he  could  envisage  one  or  two  going 
out  of  business,  but  certainly  not  all 
three,"  said  Mr  Henderson. 

The  judicial  review  was  adjourned 
on  Thursday,  June  16  until 
Wednesday,  June  24.  Counsel  for 
both  the  doctors  and  Kent  Family 
Practitioner  Committee  have  yet  to 
state  their  cases.  ■ 

Claw-back  meeting 

PSNC  representatives  were  meeting 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  Mr  Patrick 
Jenkin  at  5pm  on  Wednesday,  June  24. 
PSNC  fear  that  he  will  confirm  the 
proposals  to  claw  back  a  5  per  cent 
interim  discount  and  to  deduct  £10m 
from  the  £30m  owed  to  pharmacists 
by  the  DHSS.  ■ 


'By  Conference,  the  bottom  will  have  fallen  out  of  the  market' 
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Opportunities  for 
OTC  industry 

Never  before  have  the  self-medication 
industries  of  the  UK  and  USA  been 
faced  with  greater  opportunity  or 
challenge,  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain  was  told  last  week. 

The  speaker  was  Mr  Peter  Godfrey, 
chairman  of  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  America,  which  has  been 
celebrating  its  centenary — perhaps 
"the  only  organisation  which  can 
claim  antecedence  to  its  British 
counterpart".  Mr  Godfrey  said  that  at 
long  last  there  were  signs  of  growing 
recognition  by  governments  around  the 
world  of  the  vital  role  of 
self-medication — granted  because  it 
was  economically  and  medically  right, 
as  well  as  an  individual  right. 

The  industry  must  strive  for 
"better  health  through  responsible 
self-medication",  but  in  that  aim  must 
be  vigilant  that  governments  helped 
by  promulgating  rational  and  prudent 
regulations.  "We  must  resist 
vigorously  and  unrelentingly  all 
episodes  of  overzealous  bureaucratic 
interference  and  disruption  of  the 
OTC  marketing  process  by  unnecessary 
and  unwise  regulation." 

Mr  Godfrey  recorded  that  in  the 
USA,  important  new  products  were 
becoming  available  for  proprietary 
use  as  one  outgrowth  of  the  FDA's 
OTC  review  process,  which  began 
almost  a  decade  ago.  "At  least  35  drug

entities,  in  16  therapeutic  categories, 
have  been  recommended  for  conversion 
to  over-the-counter  status. 
Additionally,  the  permissible  dosage 
level  of  a  number  of  OTCs  has  been 
raised,  thereby  further  increasing 
their  effectiveness. 

"For  the  public  the  outcome  of 
these  moves  is  an  even  broader  range 
of  safe  and  effective  non-prescription 
products  at  a  more  reasonable  cost.  For 
our  industry,  there  is  a  growing  and 
more  challenging  marketplace." 
PAGB's  annual  report,  also  issued 
last  week,  records  how  cooperation 
between  the  Government  and  the 
industry  has  developed  in  the  UK. 
The  president,  Mr  D.  J.  C.  Sutherland, 
draws  attention  particularly  to  the 
recent  promises  on  product 
registration  and  the  review  of  non- 
prescription medicines,  and  to  the 
EEC  decision  to  drop  the  proposed 
Directive  on  advertising  and  to 
recommend  a  product  registration 
system  in  line  with  industry  proposals. 

The  feature  article  in  this  year's 
report  covers  "Communications"  and 
attacks  pressure  within  the  EEC  for  a 
requirement  that  advertisements  for 
non-prescription  medicines  should 
carry  full  product  information. 
"Such  a  communication  would  be  a 
masterpiece  in  ineptitude,"  writes  the 
author,  who  also  warns  of 
"information  overload"  with 
enthusiasm  over-riding  effectiveness. 

The  article  later  says:  "To  enhance 
the  effectiveness  on  the  proper  use  of 
non-prescription  medicines,  it  may  be 
more  constructive  to  enlist  other 
communication  resources,  rather  than 
rely  solely  on  increasing  the 
complexity  of  product-specific 
information  to  be  communicated." 
Retail  pharmacists  and  general 
practitioners  are  singled  out  for 
special  mention  in  this  context.

Safeway  pharmacy 
in  Scotland 

Safeway,  the  supermarket  chain,  are 
opening  a  pharmacy  inside  one  of  their 
Scottish  branches  next  month. 

The  pharmacy,  due  to  open  on 
July  14,  will  be  in  the  store  situated 
in  the  Carmondean  shopping  centre  in 
Livingston,  West  Lothian.  It  will  have 
a  sales  area  of  700sq  ft  and  the  overall 
sales  area  in  the  store  is  20,775sq  ft.  One 
pharmacist  and  five  part-time 
assistants  will  be  employed  in  the 
pharmacy,  which  will  be  owned  by 
Safeway. 

Initially,  the  opening  hours  will  be 
the  same  as  the  rest  of  the  supermarket, 
but  the  company  has  applied  to  be 
included  in  the  rota  system.  There  is 
a  separate  entrance  into  the  pharmacy. 

Safeway  plan  to  open  more  in-store 
pharmacies  over  the  next  five  years  but 
are  unable  to  say  where  and  how 
many.  They  are  following  the  lead  of 
their  American  parent  company  and 
the  Livingston  store  was  picked  because 
it  was  the  first  branch  to  have  the 
right  design  after  the  decision  to  include 
pharmacies  was  taken. 
□  Three  supermarket  chains  have  now 
opened  pharmacies  in  the  past  few 
months — the  others  being  Tesco  in 
Gateshead  and  Mainstop  in 
Gainsborough.  ■ 
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House-trained  PETS  among 
100  exhibits  at  show 


In  the  three  years  since  the 
introduction  of  the  Commodore  PET 
microcomputer  series,  the  number  of 
European  owners  has  grown  to  100,000 
and  exhibitors  at  the  international 
PET  show  to  100. 

The  purpose  of  the  show  is  to 
inform  PET  owners  and  potential 
users  of  the  latest  developments  and 
applications  for  the  product  introduced 
by  both  Commodore  and  the 
independent  exhibiting  companies. 

Commodore  launched  the 
"Superpet"  8096  (96K,  80  column 
model),  the  Micromainframe  (built-in 
96K  RAM  virtual  memory  system  and 
132K  memory  including  36K  ROM) 
and  VIC  20.  The  latter  is  a  "home 
computer"  retailing  for  around  £200, 
and  is  used  in  conjunction  with  a 
television  monitor.  It  can  also  be  built 
up  to  a  more  sophisticated  specification 
to  suit  the  user. 

But  of  the  100  exhibitors  none  had 
sold  systems  into  general  practice 
pharmacies  and  only  five  had  "medical" 
applications.

POS  system 

The  commercial  point-of-sale  computer 
system  reported  by  retail  pharmacist 
Mr  Roger  King  of  Hedon,  Hull  (C&D 
March  28)  is  now  being  demonstrated 
to  other  pharmacists  by  Channel 
Business  Systems  Ltd. 

Their  Monarch  package  comprises 
three  units:  — 

Unit  1 .  An  Omron  80B  cash  register 
which  can  record  receipts  into  stock 
and  other  transactions  as  well  as  sales. 
It  can  record  and  time  stock  counts  so 
that  the  computer  can  compare  stock 
levels  as  they  were  when  the  count  was 
done.  This  simplifies  physical  stock 
checks  and  allows  them  to  be  done 
piecemeal  alongside  normal  trading. 
All  entries  are  automatically  recorded 
on  cassette  and  read  into  the  computer 
periodically. 

Unit  2.  A  micro-computer  with  a  large 
screen  and  an  input  keyboard.  This  is 
supplied  with  a  matrix  printer  and  an 
intelligent  disc  system  to  maintain  and 
protect  the  stock  files. 
Unit  3.  The  computer  programs  to 
handle  the  interface  between  the  cash 


VIC  20  from  Commodore  is  available  in 
August.  It  has  a  typewriter  keyboard  with 
full  graphics.  The  visual  display  it 
produces  on  TV  backup  has  eight 
background  and  sixteen  foreground 
colours  with  language  and  sound  effects 
and  music  in  three  voices  over  three 
octaves. 


installed  in  15  doctors'  practices  to 
date,  of  which  four  are  dispensing 
medicines  and  using  an  additional 
limited  stock  and  order  adjunct. 

Compsoft  Ltd  of  Guildford,  Surrey 
have  sold  systems  to  Charing  Cross 
Hospital  (medical  equipment  stock 
and  order)  and  the  pharmacy 
department  of  the  William  Harvey 
hospital,  Ashford.  It  is  used  at  the 
moment  to  produce  prescription  labels 
for  prepacked  medicines  and  a  limited 
stock  control.  Proposals  to  extend  the 
system  are  in  hand.  '■

FDA's  bubble  bursts? 


The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
has  now  decided  that  bubble  bath 
products  will  not  have  to  carry 
warning  labels  from  August. 

Because  these  products  have  been 
associated  with  skin  irritation  and 
urinary  tract  infection,  the  FDA  had 
previously  ruled  that  a  cautionary 
statement  warning  against  prolonged 
use  must  be  added  after  August  19 
(C&D,  September  6,  1980).  The 
statement  was  to  be  added  to  all 
bubble  baths  introduced  into  interstate 
commerce  after  this  date. 

However,  the  FDA  now  want  to 
examine  whether  a  cautionary 
statement  is  the  best  way  to  draw 
attention  to  this  problem  and 
whether  such  a  statement  would  be 
necessary  on  products  intended  for 
adult  use  only.  They  are  inviting 
manufacturers  to  submit  alternative 
ideas.  ■

The  award  is  for 
"services  to  botany",  Mrs  Briggs 
having  served  as  honorary  secretary 
to  the  Botanical  Society  of  the  British 
Isles  for  the  past  ten  years.  She  has 
been  parMime  pharmacist-in-charge 
at  Horsham  Hospital  since  1964. 


News  in  brief 


■  The  1981  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  1980  is  now  available 
(HMSO,  £7.50).  It  becomes  effective 
on  December  1. 

■  The  index  of  retail  prices  for  May 
was  294.1  (January  1  1974=100). 
This  represents  an  increase  of  0.7  per 
cent  on  April  1981  (292.2)  and  of  11.7 
per  cent  on  May  1980  (263.2). 

■  The  Society  for  Drug  Research 
have  established  an  award  to  recognise 
outstanding  research  contributions 
leading  to  drug  discovery.  It  will  be 
made,  when  justified,  every  two  years 
(on  odd  numbered  years)  and  the 
awardee  will  receive  a  certificate, 
£250,  and  travel  expenses.  British 
scientists  and  scientists  normally 
resident  in  the  UK  will  be  eligible 
and  the  award  may  be  granted  to  a 
team  as  well  as  individuals. 
Nominations  should  be  sent  to  the 
Honorary  Secretary  or  Chairman  of 
the  Society.  It  is  planned  to  make  the 
first  award  in  1983.  ■ 


Over  to  us 

Take  it  from  here.  A  phrase,  well  a 
sentence  really,  whose  meaning  will 
depend  on  how  you  think.  For  those 
old  enough  it  will  evoke  memories  of 
an  old  radio  comedy  programme,  for 
others  it  carries  an  imperative  '"remove 
that  offensive  object!  "  overtone,  while 
perhaps  for  the  bulk  of  us  it  carries  a 
comfortable  idiomatic  meaning  that  we 
go  on  from  this  point  of  mutual 
understanding. 

At  least  I  hope  so,  for  in  Mr  Evans' 
reply,  as  chairman  of  the  City  and  East 
London  LPC,  to  Mr  Worby's  clear  blast 
of  exasperation,  we  see  probably  for  the 
first  time,  a  well  thought  out  letter 
explaining  their  views.  Between  the  two 
of  them  it  seems  The  Big  Problem  was 
that  City  and  East  got  their  knickers 
in  a  twist  because  they  felt  that  living 
in  an  area  where  "conditions  were 
extremely  difficult"  (different  from  us?) 
they  should  have  a  direct  line  to 
PSNC  to  become  part  of  it. 

PSNC,  from  Bob  Worby's  reply,  are 
just  as  exasperated  because  "no  one 
asked  us  to  explain."  Well  I  only  look 
on  and  wonder,  but  suggest  that  since 
we  seem  to  have  identified  the  problem 
— which  is  primarily  that  of 
communication  or  lack  of  it — the 
sooner  they  commune  the  better. 

From  this  point,  having  hopefully 
left  behind  a  number  of  unreal 
expectations,  let  us  take  it — "it"  being 
our  future  strategy  in  dealing  with  the 
biggest  pro'blem  we  have  had  to  face 
yet,  namely  the  apparent  repudiation 
of  the  basis  of  all  our  negotiations  with 
the  Government  and  DHSS  over  recent 
years. 

I've  been  silent  on  the  subject  lately 
because  (a)  I  thought  we  had  it  licked; 

(b)  I  was  'busy  at  work,  losing  an 
assistant,  finding  and  training 
replacements,  covering  stock  etc,  and 
arrived  home  too  tired  to  swat  it  up; 

(c)  I  didn't  think  it  would  help  matters 
by  offering  uninformed  comment.  This 
said,  however,  it  is  clear  that  we  will 
have  to  pick  up  our  crusading  armour 
again,  sharpen  the  points  of  our 
arguments,  and  present  them  forcefully. 
I  don't  want  consultation  with  the 
PSNC.  I  trust  them  anyway.  What  I  do 
need  now  is  a  clear  statement  in  terse 
Anglo-Saxon  language  of  the  current 
state  of  play,  tactical  guidance  on  the 
best  way  of  putting  our  case,  telling 

us  who  to  speak  to,  and  when. 

Logically  the  first  information  should 
be  separate  from  the  rest  so  it  can  be 
shown  to  interest  people.  Unless  we 
are  so  thick  that  we  can't  see  any  point 


in  doing  anything,  every  man  Jack  of 
us  will  want  to  play  a  part  in  helping 
get  some  sort  of  security  from  a 
Government  contract  whose  penalty 
clauses  are  dreamed  up  only  when  we 
have  fulfilled  the  terms  to  the  full. 


Provocation 


I  see  Max  Factor  are  promising 
provocation  with  their  new  fragrance. 
Were  you  one  of  the  stockists  who 
ordered  stock  to  get  a  new  stand  (let 
me  see,  was  it  in  February)  and  are 
still  awaiting  it,  even  though  the  goods 
arrived  soon  after?  Provocation  indeed, 
with  promises. 


Veterinary 


I've  spread  my  wings  into  all  sorts  of 
trading  innovations  and  over  a  good 
many  years  have  tried  with  varying 
degrees  of  success  additional  lines  as 
diverse  as  records,  tights,  household 
goods,  hardware  (domestic  that  is) 
batteries,  jewellery,  health  foods,  home 
brewing — Having  lost  quite  a  lot  of 
money  on  occasions  I  never  lost  my 
willingness  to  try  to  spread  my  range  so 
as  to  maintain  as  near  a  50:  50 
NHS:  retail  balance  as  I  could. 

One  thing  I  have  learned  (which 
everyone  else  tells  me  they  knew  all  the 
time  but  didn't  like  to  tell  me  for  fear 
of  hurting  my  feelings)  is  that  if  you 
don't  want  to  get  your  wings  clipped 
by  some  smart  operator,  you  stick  to 
things  you  know  about.  Well  maybe, 
but  this  year,  feeling  guilty  about  this 
horse-worming  business,  but  never 
having  had  contact  with  animal 
medicines,  I  diffidently  sought  a 
supplier  willing  to  give  me  stock  at  a 
modest  level,  plus  all  the  information  I 
should  need,  and  set  up  a  veterinary 
section,  coupled  with  a  window  display. 

To  my  astonishment,  never  in  my 
life  having  had  a  single  inquiry  for 
such  a  product  at  my  suburban 
pharmacy,  miles  from  green  pastures, 
sales  are  building  better  than  any  other 
venture  I  have  tried.  Now  I  am  looking 
seriously  at  ways  of  developing  this 
department  by  throwing  out  the  wines 
and  beers,  which  have  pretty  well  died 
on  me  since  Boots  and  the 
supermarkets  carved  up  the  prices.  It's 
a  lot  more  professionally  satisfying 
too.  ■

Destocking  over,  better  sales  Cream 
ahead,  says  report  hoIiday 


For  the  cosmetic  and  toiletry 
preparation  market,  1980  will  go 
down  as  one  of  the  most  difficult 
years  ever  experienced,  according  to 
the  latest  "Silver  Book"  published  by 
John  Hogston  Associates  (See  also 
pl212). 

"Of  all  the  economic  indicators 
which  influence  the  demand  for 
cosmetics  and  toiletries  the  one 
which  had  the  most  profound  effect 
on  manufacturers  sales  were  the 
distributive  trade  destocking  policies 
which  set  in  during  the  April-June 
quarter.  Another  factor  was  the  65 
per  cent  increase  in  unemployment." 

The  effect  this  had,  says  the 
report,  was  not  so  much  the  reduction 
in  incomes  and  spending  power,  but  in 
encouraging  people  to  put  more  into 
savings. 


Tiny  rise  in  spending 


Total  consumer  expenditure  for 
1980  was  £134,482  million  an  increase 
of  16.4  per  cent  on  1979.  However  if 
revalued  to  offset  the  effects  of 
inflation,  the  increase  was  0.6  per 
cent.  Nevertheless  this  was  an 
improvement  on  the  high  point 
consumer  expenditure  achieved  in 
1979,  if  only  marginal.  And  the  report 
says  compared  to  1976,  the  'base  year, 
living  standards  were  12  per  cent 
higher. 

Retail  prices  in  1980  were  18  per 
cent  higher  than  the  previous  year 
due  to  the  second  bout  of  hyper- 
inflation which  peaked  in  May, 
declining  to  15.1  per  cent  by 
December  and  giving  an  18  per  cent 
average  for  the  year. 

With  incomes  attributed  a  19.2 
per  cent  increase  and  prices  1 8  per 
cent,  "the  differential  between  the 
two  was  not  great  enough  to  create 
any  real  buoyancy  in  expenditure  and 
this  was  reflected  in  the  very  marginal 
0.6  per  cent  real  term  growth  in 
spending." 

Retail  sales  were  14  per  cent  up  on 
1979  at  current  prices  'but  0.6  per 
cent  higher  in  real  terms  "In  the 
economic  climate  which  prevailed  this 
was  quite  an  achievement  and  is,  in 
the  main,  the  direct  result  of  price 
promotions." 

Sales  of  cosmetics  and  toiletries 
to  the  UK  trade  in  1980  were  £580 
million  at  manufacturer's  selling  price. 


an  increase  of  9  per  cent  on  1979.  But 
prices  rose  by  18  per  cent  resulting  in 
a  money  volume  decline  of  9  per  cent. 

This,  the  report  says,  is  the  biggest 
'real  term'  fall  back  in  demand  for 
some  years  and  suggests  it  is  not  due 
to  a  lack  of  consumer  spending 
power  but  to  a  distributive  trade 
destocking. 


Downturn  in  real  growth 


Demand  for  cosmetics  and 
toiletries  was  80  per  cent  higher  than 
in  1976  at  current  prices,  but  down 
12  per  cent  in  money  volume  terms 
(ie  sales  recalculated  at  the  1976  price 
level  to  offset  effects  of  price 
inflation).  "This  does  not  necessarily 
imply  a  unit  decline,  it  can  equally 
well  mean  that,  in  response  to 
consumer  pressures,  trade  demand 
shifted  to  cheaper  products,  less 
expensive  presentations,  bigger  trade 
promotional  discounts." 

Seven  of  the  eight  product 
categories  recorded  money  volume 
decreases  for  the  year:  — dental  care 
products  (-0.8  per  cent),  hair 
preparations  (-  1.6  per  cent),  make- 
up (—  12  per  cent),  skincare  (—13  per 
cent),  fragrances  (—13.4  per  cent), 
men's  products  (-  14.5  per  cent)  and 
depilatories  (—18.8  per  cent).  The 
only  sector  to  achieve  an  increase  was 
that  for  deodorants  which  saw  a  7.6 
percentage  rise — the  reason  for  this 
buoyancy,  says  the  report  was  the 
slack  sales  of  1979  which  led  to  a 
money  volume  fall  back  of  8  per  cent 
for  the  year. 

Advertising  increase 


Just  over  £60m  was  spent  on 
advertising  toiletries  and  cosmetics  in 
1980,  an  increase  of  38  per  cent  on 
the  previous  year.  With  rate  rises 
estimated  to  be  up  24  per  cent,  there 
was  an  increase  in  real  term  spend. 

For  the  future,  the  report  feels 
there  is  now  very  little  "fat"  on  the 
shelves.  Hence,  "trade  purchasing  in 
1981  will  more  truly  reflect  consumer 
demand  ...  as  long  as  that  holds  up, 
manufacturers  should  enjoy  better 
sales."  The  Silver  Book — a  review  of 
the  cosmetic  and  toiletry  preparations

to  prolong 
tan 

A  suntan  extender  cream,  Long 
Bronze  (60ml  tube,  £3.50),  to  be 
applied  on  returning  from  holiday  is 
being  launched  by  Erhichem-Newton. 
"Most  people",  they  say,  "spend  a  lot 
of  money  on  suntan  creams  and  oils, 
return  home  and  after  three  or  four 
days  their  suntan  has  peeled  and  faded, 
and  the  only  evidence  of  the  holiday 
remaining  is  probably  the  as  yet 
undeveloped  rolls  of  film." 

In  order  to  preserve  the  tan  it  is 
necessary,  they  say,  to  maintain  the 
melanin  and  hinder  the  peeling 


process  by  moisturising  the  skin.  The 
application  of  Long  Bronze  with  daily 
exposure  for  as  little  as  ten  minutes 
is  claimed  to  reactivate  the  brown 
pigment  formation.

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Modest  growth  predicted  for 
cosmetics  and  toiletries 


The  UK  market  for  cosmetics  and 
toiletries  in  1981  will  be  worth  £1,050 
millions  but  is  static  and  has  at  best 
reached  maturity — at  worst  started  to 
shrink,  says  Euromonitor,  (see  also 
pl210). 

Pharmacies  held  a  55  per  cent  of 
the  market  in  1980  (Boots  40  per  cent, 
independents  15  per  cent)  'but  this 
share  is  threatened  by  rapid  changes 
m  retail  distribution  brought  about  by 
drug  stores  (5  per  cent),  cosmetic 
parties  (1  per  cent)  and  representative 
selling  (8  per  cent). 

The  supermarket  entry  (12  per  cent) 
in  the  cosmetics  market  is  claimed  to 
have  been  overstated  by  the  trade  and 
business  Press  but  their  importance  in 
the  toiletries  sector  is  thought  to  he 
indisputable.  However,  it  is  thought 
chemists  and  department  stores  may 
recover  their  position  in  this  market: 
"We  doubt  whether  a  large  number  of 
females  will  switch  to  purchasing 
through  self-service  outlets  beyond  a 
few  purposely  organised  products 
ranges,"  they  state. 


Out  of  the  total  spend  of  £960  m  in 

1980,  24  per  cent  went  on  fragrances, 
20  per  cent  on  haircare,  22  per  cent  on 
personal  hygiene,  12  per  cent  on 
make-up,  13  per  cent  on  skincare,  and 

9  per  cent  on  mens  toiletries.  The 
mens  sector  remains  unpromising, 
despite  the  publicity  'bestowed  upon 
it  and  the  strong  indications  are  that 
more  men  are  buying  their  own 
toiletries — it  having  been  traditionally 
assumed  that  women  were  the  prime 
buyers. 

The  market  expanded  rapidly 
through  the  seventies  with  real  growth 
occurring  right  up  to  1979  with  4  per 
cent  real  decrease  in  1980.  This  was 
the  result  not  only  of  the  recession  but 
also  showed  that  the  market's  growth 
could  not  be  sustained.  A  modest 
growth  of  the  market  to  £1,500  million 
by  1985  is  predicted  by  the  report —

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CONFERENCE  VENUE 


Brighton:  a  town  with 
a  sense  of  history 

This  year's  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  will  be  in 
Brighton,  September  14-17.  In  the  following  pages  the 
town  and  its  pharmaceutical  connections  are  previewed 
by  Dr  John  M.  Pickett,  BPharm,  PhD,  MPS,  secretary  to 
the  Local  Conference  Committee. 


The  inhabitants  of  Brighton  were  not 
always  so  friendly  to  the  visitor  as 
they  are  today.  Some  5000  years  ago, 
cannibals  formed  the  sole  community 
on  top  of  Whitehawk  Hill  where  there 
is  now  a  race  course.  Other  earthworks 
have  also  'been  discovered  and  a  later 
iron-age  people  built  a  fort  on  one 
such  ancient  site  around  250  B'C. 

After  a  period  of  Roman  occupation, 
Britons  were  overrun  by  Angles  and 
Saxons,  the  South  Saxons  giving  the 
county  of  Sussex  its  name.  This  year 
is  the  1300th  anniversary  of  the 
introduction  of  Christianity  by  Wilfred. 
One  of  his  priests  was  named 
Beorthelm  and  his  farm,  Beorthelm's- 
tun,  later  becoming  Bristelmstune 
and  then  Brighthelmstone,  finally  gave 
Brighton  its  name. 

The  medieval  town  was  a 
rectangular  collection  of  fisherman's 
cottages  separated  by  narrow 
alleyways.  These  are  reflected  in  the 
Lanes  which  are  a  great  tourist 
attraction. 

After  a  series  df  violent  storms 
nearly  decimated  the  town  in  1703 
and  1705,  its  fortunes  took  a  great 
turn  for  the  better  when  Dr  Richard 
Russell,  a  Lewes  physician,  published 
a  'book  entitled  "De  Tabe  Glandulari: 
Sive  Usu  Aquae  Marinae  in  Morbis 
Glandularum  Dissertatio"  (Glandular 
The  Dome,  Brighton 


Diseases:  or  a  Dissertation  on  the 
Use  of  Sea- Water  in  Affections  of  the 
Glands).  He  practised  his  "cures"  at 
Brighthelmstone  on  the  site  of  the 
Royal  Albion  Hotel,  moving 
permanently  to  the  town  in  1754 
because  of  his  enormous  popularity 
among  the  overindulgent  wealthy. 

Soon  after  Russel's  death  in  1759, 
the  brothers  of  King  George  III  began 
to  visit  the  town  and  then  in  1783 
George  Prince  of  Wales  joined  in  the 
popular  pursuit  and  quickly  gave 
Brighton  a  reputation  for  raffishness 
and  extravagance.  Later  he  built  the 
Royal  Pavilion,  a  building  of  oriental 
design,  a  stately  pleasure  dome,  which 
has  world-wide  reputation  as  a  tourist 
attraction.  This  was  sold  to  the 
townspeople  in  1 850.  The  Royal 
Stables,  converted  in  1867  into  the 
Dome,  will  form  a  magnificent  setting 
for  the  Conference's  opening 
ceremony,  while  the  Riding  House, 
now  the  Corn  Exchange,  will  be  used 
to  serve  coffee  during  the  interval  and 
later  will  be  the  venue  for  the  civil 
reception. 

Brighton's  first  pier  was  erected  in 
1823.  This  chain-pier  was  used  as  a 
terminus  for  cross-channel  packet 
boats  and  probably  was  the  decisive 
factor  which  caused  the  railway  line 
from  London  to  be  brought  to 
Brighton  rather  than  to  the 


neighbouring  harbour  town  of 
Shoreham-by-Sea.  The  railway 
accelerated  the  growth  of  Brighton 
when  it  was  completed  in  1841. 
Electric  lighting  came  very  early  to  the 
town  and  Magnus  Volk  built  the 
world's  first  electric  railway  on  the 
sea-front,  part  of  which  is  still 
operative. 

The  two  Victorian  piers  were 
opened  in  1866  and  1901.  The  oldest, 
West  Pier,  is  now  closed  and  likely  to 
follow  the  fate  of  the  Chain  Pier 
which  was  destroyed  by  storm  in  1896. 


Bioscope  days 


Brighton  has  had  many  famous 
residents,  particularly  from  the  world 
of  entertainment.  One  of  these  was 
the  general  practice  pharmacist  James 
Williamson,  MPS.  He  was  born  in 
1855  in  Scotland  but  qualified  in 
London  in  1880  and  practised  at 
Sandwich,  Kent,  before  moving  to 
Hove  in  1887  where  he  combined 
pharmacy  with  a  highly  successful 
photographic  career. 

The  twin  towns  of  Brighton  and 
Hove  became  a  major  centre  for 
cinematography  in  1896  when 
Williamson,  with  two  other  pioneers, 
followed  the  example  of  Lumiere.  He 
started  making  his  own  films  the 
following  year  and  staged  acting  in 
the  backyard  of  his  pharmacy.  His 
was  a  search  for  new  techniques, 
counting  such  successes  as  close-ups 
(Big  Swallow,  1901),  colour  (Fire, 
1901)  and  documentaries  (Boxer 
Revolution,  1901).  His  films  antedated 
Hollywood  with  tricks  and  comedies 
by  many  years  and  counted  many 
world  firsts  among  them. 

So  successful  was  his 
cinematographic  career,  that 
Williamson  left  pharmacy  for  good  in 
1898  and  devoted  himself  exclusively

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to  producing  motion  pictures.  He 
registered  new  premises  from  1899  but 
concentrated  solely  on  photography. 
By  1907  it  was  such  a  big  'business 
that  he  opened  premises  in  London 
moving  there  himself  in  1912.  He 
invented  the  Williamson  Bioscope 
Camera  and  founded  his  own 
Kinematograph  Company  which 
stopped  production  in  1914.  James 
Williamson  died  at  Richmond  in 
Surrey  in  1933  at  the  age  of  78  (not 
79  as  given  in  his  obituary, 
Pharmaceutical  Journal,  August  26, 
1933). 

The  year  1872  saw  the  first  visit  of 
the  Conference  to  the  town.  This,  the 
tenth  BPC  and  a  two-day  affair,  was 
held  in  the  Royal  Pavilion,  opening 
on  Tuesday  August  13  and  coinciding 
with  the  visit  of  the  British  Association 
for  the  Advancement  Of  Science. 
From  1894  however,  the  BPC  met 
separately  and  later  visits  to  the  town 
were  made  in  1905,  1927  and  1948. 


Modern  Brighton 


Brighton  is  one  of  Britain's  major 
conference  towns,  often  hosting 
international  as  well  as  national 
conferences.  For  example  FTP  was 
held  here  last  year.  The  Brighton 
Centre,  opened  on  the  seafront  in 
1977,  is  well  established  not  only  as  a 
conference  venue  but  also  for  staging 
exhibitions,  entertainment  and  sports. 
The  town  is  well  geared  to  the  needs 
of  the  visitor  offering  a  wide  choice  in 
hotels  and  hoarding-houses. 
Furthermore,  it  is  readily  accessible 
by  road  and  rail  and  is  served  'by 
Gatwick  Airport  or  Newhaven  Sealink. 

Even  in  this  television  age, 
Brighton  boasts  quite  a  number  of 
cinemas  and  two  of  its  theatres  are 
worthy  of  note.  One  of  these,  the 
Theatre  Royal,  is  near  the  Dome  and 
has  a  decor  of  Victorian  splendour;  it 
has  gained  a  reputation  as  a  proving- 
ground  for  London's  West  End.  The 
Gardner  Centre  on  the  University 
campus  is  the  other.  It  also  boasts  a 
reputation  for  quality  and  affords  a 
much  more  modern  setting  having 
opened  in  1969. 

For  the  visitor  wanting  to  "do" 
Brighton,  a  tour  of  the  Royal  Pavilion 
and  of  the  Lanes  is  a  must.  The  latter 
is  old  Brighton's  criss-cross  of  narrow 
paved  alleyways  in  which  are  clustered 
a  facinating  collection  of  antique 
shops  (a  collector's  paradise!  ),  pubs 
and  cafes.  For  the  "accompanying 
member",  another  day  could  not  better 
be  spent  than  with  a  leisurely 
promenade  on  the  Palace  Pier  followed 


by  a  ride  on  Volk's  Railway  to  the 
Marina  (built  1979)  at  Black  Rock. 
Opposite  the  Palace  Pier  is  the 
Aquarium  opened  in  1872  coincident 
with  the  first  visit  of  the  Conference 
to  Brighton.  It  now  houses  a 
Dolphinarium  and  is  worth  a  visit. 

Brighton  is  second  to  none  in 
gastronomic  arts.  The  sheer  choice  of 
restaurants  can  give  one  indigestion! 
The  visitor  can  go  Chinese,  Danish, 
French,  German,  Greek,  Hungarian, 
Indian,  Moroccan,  Persian,  Spanish — 
even  English!  But  of  course,  seafood 
is  the  great  speciality,  be  it  at  an 
oyster  bar  or  fish  restaurant  or  just 
plain  fish  and  chips,  newspaper  and  all! 

Around  the  town,  there  is  still  much 
unspoilt  countryside  dotted  here  and 
there,  with  lazy  indifference,  by  many 
quaint  old  hamlets  and  villages.  These 
often  reflect  the  leisurely  pace  of 
yesteryear  and  a  tour  affords  a  much 
needed  tonic  in  the  hectic  life  Of  many 
conference  delegates. 


Souvenirs 


It  is  customary  to  give  lady  delegates 
purchasing  weekly  tickets  a  ladies' 
gift.

They 
will  be  sold  during  Conference  week 
at  75p  each  exclusive  of  stamps  and  a 
special  post-box  will  be  used  for  their 
collection  by  the  Post  Office  for 
Conference  hand-stamping.  Should 
pharmaceutical  companies  wish  to 
purchase  a  number  for  their  special 
customers,  they  are  invited  to  make 
application  to  the  Conference 
secretary.

Conference  campus 

The  University  of  Sussex  has  a  campus 
in  200  acres  of  beautiful  parkland 
nestling  under  the  South  Downs  close 
to  the  village  of  Falmer.  It  received 
its  Royal  Charter  in  1961  but  used 
temporary  acommodation  to  begin 
with.  The  first  two  buildings  on 
campus  to  be  occupied  were  Falmer 
House  and  the  first  physics  building. 

The  first  stage  of  the  building 
programme  was  architectured  by  Sir 
Basil  Spence  and  landscaped  by  Dame 
Sylvia  Crow.  Some  40  per  cent  of 
students  now  live  on  the  campus  which 
provides  eating  places,  shops,  a 
launderette,  banks,  health  service 
facilities  including  a  pharmacy,  chapel 
(Meeting  House),  sports  centre,  games 
pitches  and  the  Gardner  Arts  Centre 
with  its  own  theatre  and  gallery. 

Up  to  700  persons  can  be 
acommodated  in  the  five  halls  of 
residence.  There  is  alo  a  University 
Park  Village  housing  permanent 
residents  but  a  few  flats  are  available 
for  holidays  on  a  weekly  basis  upon 
application  direct  to  the  University. 


General  practice 

In  1792  during  the  "watering  spa  era", 
three  surgeon  apothecaries  practised 
in  Brighton  complemented  during  the 
summer  months  by  Sir  Charles  Pepys 
who  attended  the  Prince  Regent.  He 
effected  his  "cures"  by  simple 
remedies.  One  day  calling  on  a  local 
apothecary  and  much  puzzled  by  the 
array  of  bottles,  he  inquired  what  all 
the  varieties  of  drugs  were  for.  Being 
told  they  were  for  preparing 
prescriptions  he  exclaimed  in  surprise 
"why,  I  never  use  but  three  or  four  in 
ray  practice!  "

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for  example,  John  Glaisyer  founded  a 
pharmacy  in  North  Street  in  1798 
which  later  became  Glaisyer  and 
Kemp  when  he  was  joined  by  Groves 
Kemp  in  1813.  Castle  Square  is  the 
pharmacy's  present  site.  Records  show 
that  another  pharmacy  opened  in 
North  Street  in  1799,  the  same  year 
that  a  medicine  warehouse  opened  in 
another  part  of  the  same  street.  Some 
pharmacies  come  and  go  in  the  course 
of  time.  One  such  was  Colby  &  Co 
established  in  1827  in  Castle  Square 
but  moving  to  Western  Road  in  1837 


from  which  it  has  long  since  gone. 

Many  more  pharmacies  were  soon 
established  since  the  population  of 
Brighton  and  Hove  was  growing  apace. 
In  all  38  pharmacies  were  recorded  in 
1850  and  by  1887  they  had  increased 
to  66.  During  1850,  a  local  pharmacist 
was  appointed  public  analyst  to  the 
borough  of  Brighton  and  in  1861  a 
group  of  proprietor  pharmacists 
formed  an  Association  to  promote 
both  business  and  profession.  By  1901 
there  were  no  fewer  than  85 
pharmacies,  many  of  which  were 
branches  opened  in  the  growing 
residential  area  of  Hove. 

In  1921  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
instituted  its  branch  system  and  the 
local  Brighton  and  Hove  Branch  was 
inaugurated  at  a  meeting  held  in  the 
Royal  Pavilion  in  December  1922.

"Landmarks  oi  pharmacy  in  Brighton  and 
Hove" 

This  meeting  was  addressed  by  the 
president,  Mr  Edmund  White  and  the 
late  Mr  Edgar  Jones  was  elected  the 
first  chairman. 

Currently,  there  are  only  48 
pharmacies  in  the  two  boroughs  of 
Brighton  and  Hove.  Many  older 
pharmacies  have  disappeared  and 
redevelopment  and  population 
movement  to  developing  sites  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town  have  resulted  in 
a  more  even  spread  of  pharmacies 
providing  an  excellent  service. 

One  particularly  distinguished  local 
pharmacist  was  the  late  Mr  Donald 
Hudson  who  was  president  of  the 
Society  from  1957  to  1959.  Mr  Hudson 
together  with  Mr  H.  B.  Mackie,  head 
of  the  local  school  of  pharmacy, 
organised  the  first  Franco-British 
Conference,  held  in  Brighton  in  1951 


Local  hospitals 


As  Regency  Brighton  grew  in 
population,  it  did  so  not  only  with  the 
affluent  but  also  with  the  poor.  This 
led  to  the  founding  of  a  medical 
charity  in  1810  known  as  the 
Brighthelmstone  Dispensary.  By  1819 
this  had  become  known  as  the  Sussex 
General  Infirmary  able  to  take  up  to 
20  patients.  Enlarged  in  1828  it 
became  the  72  bed  Sussex  County 
Hospital  and  General  SeaJbathing 
Infirmary.  This  growth  continued  so 
that  by  1914  it  had  over  200  beds  and 
the  title  of  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital.  Currently  there  are  361  beds. 
A  pharmacist  was  appointed  in  T864. 

A  second  hospital  was  founded  in 
1865-67  as  a  workhouse  and  infirmary. 
This  became  Kitchener's  Hospital  for 
Indian  Soldiers  in  1915  and  was  the 
largest  military  hospital  in  England 
with  2000  beds.  Later  it  became  the 
Brighton  General  Hospital  now  having 
497  'beds.  During  the  first  world  war.

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COUNTRY  COUNTER 

by  a  rural  pharmacist 

The  horse,  the  inspector  and 
the  dispensing  doctor 


The  music  hall  comedians  of  my  youth 
used  to  record  audience  reaction  by 
two  parameters,  the  chuckle  and  the 
belly  laugh.  Mr  P.  Sheen's  recent 
cartoon  (May  30)  of  my  rural  colleague 
Ivan  Orse  MPS,  RPA,  certainly 
provided  the  belly  laugh.  He  also 
gave  a  succinct  appraisal  of  our  rural 
situation. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Veterinary  Group  in  the  mid-sixties 
it  was  the  earnest  hope  of  some 
members  that  by  making  some  animal 
remedies  "Pharmacy  only"  the  weal  of 
the  animals,  farmers,  public  and 
professions  involved  would  be  equally 
served  to  the  complete  destruction  of 
the  farm-gate  black-marketeer  and  the 
antibiotic-resistant  micro-organism. 

Such  innocent  faith  was  completely 
destroyed  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeons 
Act  1968  and  the  Medicines  Act.  The 
first,  whatever  its  worthy  intentions,  has 
resulted  in  the  development  of  the 
vets'  shop  where  the  farmer  obtains 
his  antibiotics  on  signature  while  the 
vet  is  in  the  surgery  or  out  on  the 
farm.  The  second — by  transfer  of  some 
of  the  old  Part  1  medicines  to  the  new 
POM  category,  the  granting  of 
Wholesale  discounts  and  generous 
bonuses  in  cash  or  kind  to  dispensing 
doctors — has  elevated  our  fellow 
professionals  to  the  enviable  but 
antisocial  >role  of  unrestricted  supply 
of  medicines  to  rural  patients  at 
inflated  profits  paid  by  the  taxpayer. 

Down  the  scale,  the  freeing  of 
other  medicines  such  as  some 
vasoconstrictors  and  topical 
antihistamines  has  enabled  unwary  users 


to  acquire  long-term  loss  of  their  sense 
of  smell  or  shorter  term  sensitivity  to 
sunlight  without  fear  of  intervention 
from  the  rural  shopkeeper  or  superstore 
magnate  who  unlike  Ivan  Orse,  MPS, 
RPA,  is  concerned  only  with  profit. 

So  be  it.  Mr  Ivan  Orse,  MPS, 
RPA,  still  feels  it  his  duty  to  serve 
the  public  while  hoping  to  augment  his 
over-eroded  income.  In  the  ample  time 
between  dispensing  the  small  batches  of 
prescriptions  comprising  his  1,000 
or  so  items  a  month  from  his  one  mile 
radius,  he  is  off  to  give  service  to 
horses  and  humans  alike,  encouraged 
by  his  two  professional  organisations 
to  do  so  .  .  .  but  an  inspector  calls 
and  he  is  in  breach  of  the  law. 

There  are  many  rural  districts  so 
isolated  that  the  dispensing  doctor 
makes  a  living  which  includes  the 
supply  of  medicines  Where  no  pharmacy 
could  be  viable.  My  colleagues  in  other 
districts  such  as  central  Wales,  the 
Devonshire  moors  and  East  Anglia 
know  this  well.  In  many  other  areas, 
such  as  that  in  which  Mr  Ivan  Orse 
practises,  the  pharmacy  is  in  a  village 
of  less  than  2,000  in  the  mile  radius 
but  with  an  extra  4-5,000  within  three 
miles  of  the  pharmacy  and  surgery. 
Ivan  does  none  of  the  prescriptions 
for  those  more  than  a  mile  away. 
His  local  doctors  have  been  asked  to 
display  a  notice  telling  patients  of 
their  rights.  They  do  not  do  so. 
They  say  "you  are  on  Ivan  Orse's 
list  and  take  your  prescriptions  to  him" 
or  "We  do  your  prescriptions.  Take 
this  to  our  dispenser". 

If  the  mile  radius  was  extended  to 


a  three  mile  radius  Ivan  Orse  would 
dispense  some  4,000  items  per  month. 
With  his  new  practice  allowance  he 
would  be  able  to  employ  a  second 
pharmacist.  Ivan  and  his  assistant 
would  each  be  able  to  do  a  congenial 
35  hour  week  with  ample  holidays. 
Ivan  could  visit  patients,  horse  owners 
and  farmers  while  the  Society's 
inspector  dealt  with  his  colleague. 

I  do  not  know  how  many  of  us 
have  joined  John  Davies'  Rural 
Pharmacist  Association  but  I  do  know 
that  every  pharmacy  whether  private, 
multiple  or  co-operative  in  population 
centres  from  100,000  down  to  2,000 
or  less  has  a  duty  to  provide  services 
to  people,  horses  and  pets.  It  is  our 
responsibility  and  livelihood  to  do  so. 

Will  all  pharmacists  with  a  foot  or 
both  feet  in  the  country  join  the  RPA? 
I  hope  so.  Boots  are  involved  as  much 
as  Ivan  Orse.  Five  hundred  of  their 
branches  could  give  John  Davies  a 
much  needed  £5,000  at  £10  a  head. 
Could  you  help  us,  Mr  Silverman? 

From  the  horse's  mouth 

On  Monday  last  week  the  senior 
partner  came  in  for  lOOg  of  a  dilution 
of  a  steroid  ointment  previously 
ordered  for  a  patient  outside  the  mile 
radius  and  the  doctor's  competence. 
I  appended,  as  usual,  a  sticker  saying 
"prolonged  continuous  use  of  this 
preparation  can  be  harmful.  Use 
strictly  as  directed".  Of  the  doctor, 
I  inquired:  "Do  you  use  these  on  all 
corticosteroid  applications?"  The  reply 
was:  "I  don't  know,  I  check  the  bulk 
incoming  goods  but  don't  see  what 
goes  out  from  the  dispensary". 

On  Wednesday  this  week  the  junior 
partner  of  the  two  came  to  collect  a 
bulk  order  of  a  similar  cream,  also 
beyond  his  competence  and  for  surgery 
stock.  Doctors  are  not  "Vattable"  so 
reciprocal  wholesaling  between  us  is 
illegal,  although  barter  is  not  unknown. 
I  suggested  that  250  paracetamol 
tablets  would  meet  the  bill.  "Make  it 
diazepam  tablets  5mg,  will  you?  We're 
getting  20-30  pc  extra  on  those".  ■

Democracy  and 
the  PSNC  levy 

I  should  like  to  answer  in  detail  one 
or  two  critics  of  the  City  and  East 
London  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  whose  comments  sometimes, 
as  on  previous  occasions,  are  not  only 
misleading,  but  also  erroneous. 

Unfortunately  due  to  the  very 
grave  situation  in  GP  pharmacy  with 
the  DHSS  and  the  Government,  that 
will  have  to  wait.  However,  the 
question  of  PSNC  levy  is  fundamental 
to  all  contractors. 

To  date,  all  our  committee  has 
done  is  to  allow  contractors  the 
opportunity  (which  they  should  always 
have  had)  to  give  a  written  statement 
as  to  whether  they  wish  to  pay  the 
PSNC  levy  or  not,  now  that  it  is 
known  to  be  voluntary. 

In  the  past  this  committee  has 
wrongly  collected  the  levy  as 
statutory.  With  this  clarification  our 
committee  was  honour-bound  to 
rectify  its  error.  Given  the  appropriate 
opportunity  the  majority  of  contractors 
— on  an  entirely  free  vote,  with  no 
committee  recommendations — decided 
not  to  pay. 

Did  our  few  critics  expect  our 
committee  to  over-ride  and  ignore  the 
wishes  of  the  majority  by  demanding 
payment  from  them  as  a  statutory 
levy?  This  we  were  not  willing  to  do. 
There  is  no  value  in  the  levy  being 
voluntary,  if  contractors  are  to  be 
villihed  if  they  exercise  this  basic 
right. 

Isolated 

As  a  result  of  the  ballot  we  have 
been  declared  a  partial  breakaway 
minority.  The  PSNC  still  intends  to 
negotiate  for  us,  but  at  the  same  time 
refuses  to  send  certain  documents  to 
the  committee.  Are  we  still  allowed  to 
read  these  documents  when  published 
in  the  pharmaceutical  Press? 

Bob  Worby's  letter  made  special 
reference  to  a  Camden  and  Islington 
contractor  whose  question  amazed  him. 
This  contractor's  question  makes  the 
City  and  East  London  LPC  position 
very  clear  indeed,  and  for  Bob  Worby 
we  will  repeat  it.  We  wish  to  distinguish 
between  the  acknowledged  attentiveness 
and  effort  of  individual  PSNC 
representatives  and  the  autocratic 
official  constitution  and  policies  of  the 
PSNC  itself.  In  fact  we  want  a  PSNC 
constitution  and  policy  which  give 
contractor  owners  an  effective  say  in  the 


future  of  their  pharmacies,  both  from  a 
personal  viewpoint  and  the  way  this 
policy  adversely  effects  the  community.

Bucket  scripts 


Mr  Cooper's  365-day  prescription 
(June  13,  pi  143)  is  not  a  record.  At  the 
end  of  January  I  was  called  upon  to 
dispense  200  Navidrex-K  tablets  on 
one  prescription,  and  although  the 
number  of  doses  dispensed  was  less 
than  Mr  Cooper's,  the  dose  (one  every 
alternate  day)  meant  that  I  was  obliged 
to  supply  sufficient  for  400  days' 
treatment,  and  my  customer  will  still 
be  "taking  the  tablets"  in  March  1982 
(assuming  that  she  sticks  to  the  regime, 
arid  that  her  treatment  is  not  altered!  ) 

Regarding  the  last  paragraph  of 
his  letter,  Mr  Cooper  may  be 
interested  in  the  experience  of  a 
relative  of  mine  who  lives  in  a  village 
that  has  lost  its  pharmacy. 
She  takes  several  different 
medicaments  continuously.  While  the 
pharmacy  was  open,  every  prescription 
was  for  three  months'  supply,  on  forms 
sent  to  her  by  post]  After  the 
pharmacy  closed,  and  the  villagers  were 
condemned  to  "doctor  dispensing", 
she  found  that  she  was  obliged  to 
collect  her  medicine  in  person  from 
the  surgery,  and  that  she  was  never 
given  more  than  one  month's  supply 
at  a  time. 

Just  before  Christmas  she  asked  if 


she  could  have  a  little  more,  as  she 
was  going  away  for  the  holiday.  She 
was  told  that  she  could  not,  and  she 
would  still  have  to  come  in  person  for 
her  next  supply.  She  asked  if  she  could 
have  a  prescription,  to  get  it 
dispensed  at  the  place  where  she  was 
going  to  stay,  and  that  was  flatly 
refused. 

The  doctors  were  quite  content  to 
defraud  the  local  chemist,  and 
possibly  contribute  to  putting  him  out 
of  business;  but  where  their  own 
pockets  were  concerned  it  was  quite  a 
different  matter! 

One  further  thought  arises  over 
these  "bucket  prescriptions."  If  one  of 
us  sold  a  year's  supply  of 
Phensedyl  to  one  customer  in  one 
sale,  he  would  be  considered 
irresponsible,  and  could  be  in  danger 
of  be'ing  struck  off  the  Register. 
Why  are  there  no  similar  sanctions 
that  can  be  applied  to  discipline 
prescribers  like  that?

Cut  supplies 

If  the  meeting  with  the  Minister 
proves  completely  unsatisfactory,  may 
I  suggest  that  the  NPA  sends  out  the 
following  proforma  to  all  members: 

"I,    undertake  to  supply 

a  maximum  of  10  days  supply  of  any 
medicine  on  any  NHS  prescription 
form  I  receive  after  the  July  15  and 
continue  until  advised  to  the  contrary 
by  the  PSNC.  Signed:   " 

At  worst  the  increased  prescription 
volume  will  compensate  for  reduced 
remuneration,  and  at  best  it  will  cause 
the  Minister  to  seek  an  early 
settlement. 

At  the  same  time  the  NPA  should 
provide  members  with  a  supply  of 
leaflets  for  patients  explaining  the 
action,  and  a  number  of  letters  for 
distribution  to  local  GPs'  setting  out 
our  grievance  and  requesting  their 
forebearance. 

No  one  can  doubt  that  what  is 
needed  is  action  and  what  is 
suggested  above  will  not  harm  the 
patient  or  the  service  generally.

On-cost  fairness 


Mr  Spivack  in  advocating  a  return  to 
a  flat  rate  of  on-cost  (pi  188),  is 
trying  to  correct  an  error  in 
mathematics  resulting  in  the  present 
system  of  graduated  on-cost.  Of  course, 
this  involves  a  loss  of  cash  to  those 
affected  by  it,  as  he  has  very 
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commendably  been  able  to  show. 
I  cannot  believe  that  eventually  the 
DHSS  would  not,  with  their  usual 
punctilious  attitude,  accept  'the  logic 
of  the  injustice  of  the  present 
arrangement. 

That  injustice  should  not,  however, 
be  corrected  by  restoring  the  other 
one  inherent  in  a  flat  scale.  It  was 
shown  at  the  time  of  such  a  scale  that 
the  smaller  contractor  was  actually 
losing  money  when  calculated  as  profit 
on  capital  employed,  whereas  the 
largest  contractors  were  achieving 
approximately  25  per  cent.  Does 
Mr  Spivack  really  want  that  position 
to  be  restored?  Even  with  basic 
practice  allowance,  I  doubt  whether 
'any  difference  has  been  produced  in  the 
overall  position  for  small  contractors. 

When  the  contract  was  accepted  on 
hehalf  of  all  of  us,  the  reasonable  hope 
was  that  we  should  all  make  some 
money  out  of  it.  However  wrong  the 
graduated  on-cost  might  be,  a 
contractor  at  least  does  make  a  profit 
at  any  position  he  occupies.

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Revival  of  branches  by 
an  amalgamation 


The  president  reports  that  effort  to 
revive  some  of  the  Society's  district 
branches  is  to  be  concentrated  in  one 
branch  and  in  the  unanimous  view  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  consider 
this,  a  start  should  be  made  on  the  one 
centred  in  Ballymena — the  Mid  and 
East  Antrim  Branch. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  is  was  proposed  that 
this  branch  should  be  joined  with  the 
North  Antrim  Branch  to  increase 
numbers. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  co- 
operation of  the  Area  Pharmaceutical 
Officer,  Mr  W.  H.  J.  Dalzell,  be  sought 
in  obtaining  a  suitable  venue  for  a 
meeting  and  advice  about  which 
evening  of  the  week  would  be  most 
convenient — it  was  hoped  to  arrange  a 
meeting  in  Ballymena  in  October  and 
to  provide  an  interesting  programme.  It 
might  be  possible  to  raise  sufficient 
interest  to  have  officers  appointed  but 
in  any  case  another  meeting  should  be 
held  in  late  February  or  early  March 
1982  after  which  progress  made  could 
be  reviewed. 


Honour  deserved 


■  Miss  M.  J.  Watson,  said  the  members 
of  Council,  and  indeed  of  the  Society, 
were  delighted  to  learn  that  Professor 
P.  F.  D'Arcy  had  been  awarded  the 
OBE  in  the  Queen's  birthday  honours 
list.  It  was  a  richly  deserved  honour, 
for  apart  from  his  services  as  a  member 
of  Council  he  had,  single  handed, 
organised  for  years  the  post-graduate 
education  programme  and  represented 
the  Society  at  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  meetings. 
He  was  a  member  of  innumerable 
boards  and  committees  and  his  absence 
from  the  meeting  arose  from  his 
attendance  at  a  meeting  in  London  of 
the  Medicines  Commission.  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  the 
Council's  congratulations  and  good 
wishes  to  Professor  D'Arcy. 

■  A  letter  from  the  DHSS  was  read 
pointing  out  that  because  of  important 
decisions  to  be  made  by  'the  Health 
and  Social  Services  Board  and  Central 
Services  Agency  arising  out  of  the 
changes  likely  to  be  made  in  the 
structure  and  management  of  the 
health  and  personal  social  services, 
the  Under  Secretary,  Mr  J.  Patten. 


had  decided  to  defer  for  one 
year  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Boards  and  the  CSA  and  to 
invite  the  existing  chairman, 
vice-chairman  and  other  members  to 
serve  for  a  further  term  of  one  year 
ending  on  June  30,  1982. 
Interested  bodies  would  be  invited, 
early  in  1982,  to  submit  nominations 
for  consideration  by  the  Minister  for 
appointment  to  the  Boards  and  the 
CSA. 


Council  expenses 

■  The  committee  was  asked  to  review 
the  sum  allowed  by  way  of  expenses 
for  each  Council  member  attending 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of 
attendance  had  doubled  in  the  past 
three  years  but  the  amount  given 
towards  expenses  had  remained  the 
same. 

■  The  report  from  the  Finance 
Committee  included  a  recommendation 
that  repairs  to  the  floor  of  the 
Society's  lecture  hall  should  be  carried 
out.  A  request  has  been  received 
from  the  Northern  Ireland  Branch  of 
the  British  Dental  Association  for 

the  use  of  the  lecture  hall  for  four 
monthly  meetings  in  the  Autumn  of 
1981  and  seven  meetings  in  1982  and 
the  committee  recommended  the 
charge  that  could  reasonbly  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  lecture  hall.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

■  The  Secretary  said  arrangements 
been  made  for  the  reception  to  be 
given  by  the  Council  for  those 
attending  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Students  Federation 
Congress.  The  reception  would  be 
held  in  the  Queen's  Elms  hall  of 
residence  at  8.30  pm  on  August  25.  As 
a  result  of  the  letter  sent  to  members 
of  the  Society  about  the  book  project 
the  local  Society  of  Pharmacy 
Students  proposed  to  bold  during  the 
congress  be  had  already  received 
quite  a  number  of  used  text  and 
reference  books  which  would  eventually 
be  passed  on  to  students  from  the 
Third  World  where  few  pharmaceutical 
books  are  available. 

The  Secretary  said  three  dates  had 
been  suggested  for  the  meeting  With 
the  BMA's  General  Medical  Services 
Committee  but  he  had  been  informed 


that  none  of  these  was  suitable  for 
the  doctors.  Because  of  holidays  he 
bad  found  it  impossible  to  offer  any 
dates  in  July  and  August  and  had 
suggested  that  the  meeting  be  held 
early  in  September. 

The  President  reminded  members 
of  the  dinner  to  be  held  on  July  9 
in  honour  of  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis  who 
would  receive  the  honorary  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  from  the  Queen's 
University  of  Belfast  on  July  8,  1981. 

■  In  the  case  of  an  application  for 
the  restoration  of  a  name  to  the 
Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists 
the  Secretary  said  he  would  explain

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Consortium  attacks 
'bargains'  order 

The  Retail  Consortium  says  that  the 
'Price  Marking  (Bargain  Offers)  Order 
1979  should  be  repealed  and  any 
•controls  of  misleading  comparisons 
■which  are  deemed  necessary  brought 
within  the  compass  of  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  1968,  amending  it  if 
necessary. 

This  is  part  of  the  RC's  response  to  a 
request  by  the  Office  of  Fair  Trading 
for  comments  in  connection  with  their 
review  of  the  Bargain  Offers  Order 
(C&D,  March  28,  1981,  p570). 

The  RC  working  party  note  the 
Minister's  endorsement  that:  "honest 
traders  should  not  be  prohibited  from 
drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  they 
quote  competitive  prices."  They  say 
reputable  traders  accept  the  need  for 
control  of  misleading  price  claims 
but  that  the  control  must  be  clear, 
flexible  and  take  account  of  the  highly 
competitive  environment  in  Which 
retailers  work. 

Particular  areas  in  which  the  RC 
say  problems  have  arisen  because  of 
the  Order  are — the  prevention  of 
implied  price  'comparisons,  the 
prohibition  of  comparisons  with 
recommended  retail  prices  in  certain 
'circumstances  and  restrictions  on 
comparisons  with  a  traders  own  price. 
The  review  was  asked  for  by  the 
Minister  for  Consumer  Affairs 
following  criticisms  that  the  Order  is, 
in  part,  obscure  and  contains 
loopholes.  ■ 

Faulty  goods  —  but 
few  complaints 

One  in  ten  of  a  whole  range  of 
household  goods  are  faulty  according 
to  a  survey  published  recently  and  a 
study  of  consumer  laws  is  now  under 
way  (see  pi 240). 

Preliminary  analysis  of  the  results 
of  a  survey  taken  between  November 
1979  and  November  1980  by  the 
National  Consumer  Council  also  show 
that  despite  this  high  rate  Of  failure, 
many  people  with  complaints  never 
take  them  to  the  supplier,  let  alone 
anyone  else.  "When  they  did  complain, 
they  said  they  did  not  always  get 
satisfaction.  With  one  in  four 
household  goods  that  developed  faults, 
people  said  they  had  problems  getting 
the  fault  put  right". 

Over  15  per  cent  of  consumers 


said  goods  did  not  last  as  long  as  they 
had  expected.  They  had  particular 
problems  with  furniture,  electrical 
appliances  and  shoes.  Small  electrical 
appliances  were  the  recipients  of  26 
complaints,  including  four  about 
hairdryers  and  two  about  hair 
rollers/tongs.  Virtually  all  these 
problems  were  reported  about 
appliances  that  broke  down  in  a 
relatively  short  period — generally 
between  a  year  and  eighteen  months. 
One  respondent  commented:  "I  estimate 
that  hair  dryers  should  last  about  two 
years  but  this  one  lasted  for  eleven 
months."  Most  people  did  not  complain 
to  the  shop  although  a  few  respondents 
had  goods  repaired  or  replaced  under 
the  guarantee — not  always 
satisfactorily — only  one  respondent 
sought  outside  help. 

Nearly  2,000  people  were 


interviewed  and  NCC  comments: 
"No-one  can  be  complacent  about  a 
situation  in  which  so  high  a 
proportion  of  consumers  report 
difficulty  in  getting  redress.  We  are  also 
disturbed  by  people's  ignorance  of  their 
existing  legal  rights,  which  prevents 
some  from  complaining  altogether. 

"We  have  sent  our  preliminary 
findings  to  the  Law  Commission  which 
is  currently  examining  the  rights  of 
buyers  where  goods  are  defective. 
We  hope  that  the  Law  Commission  will 
be  able  to  draw  upon  this  evidence 
when  considering  possible  changes  in 
the  law".  "Faulty  Goods,  Occasional 
Paper  1"  (£1).

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Boots  up  productivity  by 
'painstaking  application' 


The  warning  last  year  from  Boots 
chairman,  Sir  Gordon  Hdbday,  that 
productivity  must  be  improved  if  real 
increases  in  profitability  were  to  be 
achieved  seems  to  have  been  heeded. 

In  the  1981  annual  report  the 
company  says  a  "very  significant 
contribution  to  profit  this  year  has  been 
the  increase  in  staff  productivity 
throughout  the  business".  In  the  retail 
outlets,  for  example,  with  fewer  staff 
and  5  per  cent  more  floorspace,  a  6 
per  cent  productivity  improvement  was 
achieved.  This  was  made  possible  they 
say  by  "painstaking  application  of  a 
system  of  work  scheduling  which  we 
have  evolved  enabling  us  to  match  staff 
resources  more  exactly  to  work 
requirement".  The  average  weekly 
number  of  staff  in  the  UK — all 
divisions — fell  during  the  year  to 
66,100  (68,443). 

At  the  end  of  last  month  Boots 
announced  that  pre-tax  profits  for  the 
year  ended  March  31  were  up  just  0.1 
per  cent  to  £121.4  million.  Sales  were 
up  14  per  cent  plus,  to  £1,373. 8m — 
results  the  directors  describe  as 
"satisfactory  in  the  circumstances". 
{C&D,  May  31.  pl057). 

Trading  profit  of  the  retail  division 
rose  10  per  cent  to  £77. 2m  on  sales  up 
nearly  16  per  cent  to  1,209.3m.  The 
industrial  division  returned  profits 
slightly  down  at  £42. 4m  on  sales  up 
6.4  per  cent  to  £264.2m.  Exports  rose 
0.4  per  cent  to  £51.  lm. 

During  the  period  under  review, 
23,000sq  m  of  selling  space  was  added 
— l.OOOsq  m  more  than  last  year — at  a 
cost  of  some  £30m.  In  the  coming 
year  major  new  branches  will  be 
opened  in  Chesterfield,  Wood  Green 
and  Maidstone.  Boots  also  say  that 
important  new  freehold  developments 
will  be  completed  in  Tunbridge  Wells 
and  Elgin  together  with  major 
extensions  to  their  existing  freehold 
properties  in  Cardiff,  St  Albans  and 
Newcastle-under-Lyme. 

The  company  warns,  however,  that 


property  development  is  becoming 
increasingly  expensive,  ".  .  .  rents 
demanded  by  developers  and  conditions 
imposed  by  local  authorities  are 
unrealistic  in  today's  economic 
climate". 

In  the  industrial  division,  Froben 
has  been  approved  in  most  countries 
for  the  treatment  of  rheumatism  and 
allied  diseases,  but  the  company  expects 
to  make  applications  to  market  for 
other  indications,  including 
dysmenorrhoea,  in  the  next  year. 
Approval  will  also  he  sought  to  market 
additional  formulations.  The  company's 
research  laboratories  are  currently 
investigating  the  "promising  utility"  of 
potential  products  for  the  treatment 
of  rheumatism  and  other  diseases. 

In  the  UK,  sales  of  all 
pharmaceuticals  increased  by  16  per 
cent,  largely  as  a  result  of  increased 
sales  of  Brufen  and  Prothiaden.  The 
new  sterile  fluid  products,  Steriflex 
and  Flowfuser,  were  the  main 
contributors  to  a  sales  increase  of  37 
per  cent  for  the  company's  range  of 
hospital  products. 

Last  year  Boots  established  a 
separate  consumer  products  marketing 
operation,  and  now  say  it  is  their 
"firm  intention"  to  expand  this  area  of 
business. 

Sales  of  Boots  own  brand  products 
are  said  to  have  had  a  good  year  and 
Crookes  Products  Ltd  had  a  "very  good 
year",  helped  early  in  1980  by  the 
relaunch  of  Sweetex.  ■ 


Invoice  limit  up 

The  value  limit  for  the  issue  by 
retailers  of  less  detailed  invoices  has 
been  increased  from  £25  to  £50. 
Retailers  must  provide  invoices  for 
VAT  registered  traders  if  asked  to  do 
so.  VAT  (General  Amendment) 
Regulations  1981,  No  663,  (30p) 
available  from  HMSO.  ■ 


Consumer  laws  face 
major  review 

A  major  study  of  laws  designed  to 
protect  consumers  has  been  launched 
by  the  Government-appointed  National 
Consumer  Council,  to  find  out  why 
more  people  don't  make  use  of  their 
legal  rights  and  whether  the  law  needs 
revising  and  tightening  up,  to  give 
consumers  a  fairer  deal. 

Announcing  this  last  week  when  he 
addressed  the  annual  conference  in 
Harrogate  of  the  Institute  of  Trading 
Standards  Administration,  Jeremy 
Mitchell,  director  of  NCC  floated, 
among  other  things,  the  possibility  of 
having  special  courts  and  tribunals  to 
hear  consumer  complaints — particularly 
complaints  against  nationalised 
industries  and  public  bodies. 

Lambasting  manufacturers  and 
retailers  who  tolerate  faulty  goods,  he 
said  that  if  it  was  argued  that  a 
percentage  of  faulty  products  was  the 
price  we  had  to  pay  for  mass 
production  and  distribution,  then  at 
least  consumers  should  have  the  right 
to  expect  redress  on  a  faulty  product. 

A  recent  survey  (see  pi 239)  shows 
one  in  ten  household  goods  bought  by 
a  sample  of  consumers  in  1978/79  to 
be  faulty.  But  in  one  quarter  of  cases 
they  had  problems  getting  things  put 
right.  ■ 

Chemicals  transport 
faces  new  controls 

The  Health  and  Safety  Commission's 
plan  of  work  for  1981-82  and  onwards 
includes  proposals  for  the  development 
of  a  coherent  set  of  controls  covering 
all  aspects  of  the  conveyance  of 
dangerous  substances  by  all  modes  of 
transport.  Other  initiatives  include 
studies  of  the  particular  problems  in 
the  specialist  field  of  air  pollution 
control  and  studies  of  the  biological 
effects  of  specific  toxic  substances. 

Commission  chairman,  Mr  Bill 
Simpson,  says:  "This  latest  plan  of 
work — the  result  of  a  thorough  review 
of  all  our  activities — attempts  as  far 
as  possible  to  give  a  comprehensive  and 
balanced  account  of  the  ways  in  which 
we  shall  continue  to  contribute  to  the 
reduction  of  occupational  and 
environmental  hazards".  ■

James  Taylor  (Trongate)  Ltd  have 
closed  their  Clydebank  premises,  but 
say  that  full  service  in  that  area  will 
continue  to  be  given  by  the  Dundee 
warehouse.  Some  two  months  ago  the 
company  was  bought  out  by 
Raimes  Clark  &  Co,  Edinburgh,  and 
Hall  Forster  &  Co  Ltd  of  Newcastle, 
who  said  at  the  time  that  the  company 
would  continue  to  operate  from  its 
•existing  depots. 

The  property  at  Clydebank  is  to 
be  acquired  by  another  independent 
wholesaler,  John  Hamilton 
('Pharmaceuticals)  Ltd.  The  company 
currently  operates  from  a  depot  in 
Relvinhaugh  Street,  Glasgow,  and  this 
will  be  retained  for  "ethicals" 
distribution.  The  Clydebank  depot  will

Taylor— and  their  own  OTC  case-lot 
operation.  John  Hamilton  say  the 
logic  of  the  acquisition  is  to  provide 
a  "strong  independent  and 
comprehensive  wholesale  presence" 
-throughout  the  central  belt  of 
Scotland.  » 


Non-manufacturers 
get  export  help 

The  Market  Entry  Guarantee  Scheme 
has  been  extended  to  non- 
manufacturing  exporters  and  the 
upper  limit  of  funding  has  been 
(increased  from  £125,000  to 
'£150,000  per  venture.  The  extension 
and  the  increased  limit  will  apply  to 
all  applications  dated  from  June  24. 
The  minimum  funding  will  remain  at 
£20,000  per  venture. 

The  British  Overseas  Trade  Board's 
scheme  is  designed  to  help  smaller 
and  medium-sized  firms  to  break  into 
new  markets- — or  to  mount  a  new 
initiative  designed  to  capture  a 
significantly  increased  amount  of 
business  in  an  existing  overseas  market. 
The  BOTB  shares  with  the  firm  risks 
involved.  Subject  to  defined  maximum 
and  minimum  limits,  the  scheme 
offers  50  per  cent  of  certain  overhead 
costs  such  as  staff  costs,  office 
accommodation  and  warehousing 
which  are  particularly  at  risk  in 
opening  up  a  new  venture. 

The  funding  provided  is  repayable 
with  a  commercial  rate  of  interest 
through  a  levy  on  sales  receipts  in 
the  chosen  market  over  the  agreed 
venture  period.  A  3  per  cent 
"guarantee"  fee  is  also  payable.  ■

Third  major  plant 
for  ICI  in  Europe 

The  ICI  investment  of  £250  million  at 
their  new  Wilhelmshaven  site  in  West 
Germany,  inaugurated  last  week, 
establishes  a  third  major  production 
base  in  Continental  Europe.  The 
company  says  this  is  its  biggest  and 
boldest  single  venture  in  mainland 
Europe  and  forms  part  of  the 
continuous  strengthening  of  Id's 
presence  there. 

Wilhelmshaven  is  a  320  hectare  site, 
containing  at  present  two  major  plants — 
a  VCM  plant  of  300,000  tpa  capacity 
and  a  PVC  plant  of  115,000  tpa— 
together  with  facilities  including  a  deep 
water  harbour  and  a  jetty  for  handling 
imported  feedstocks.  Commissioning  of 
both  these  plants  will  take  place  during 
the  next  few  months. 

Since  1960,  ICI  say  their  sales  of  all 
products  in  Western  Europe  have 
grown  at  a  rate  above  the  underlying 
market  growth  rate  and  their  aggregate 
share  of  the  market  has  nearly  trebled 
to  1.2  per  cent.  Id's  recent  Continental 
European  growth  rate  of  5.5  per  cent 
has  been  twice  the  market  rate. 

Pay  offer 

ICI  have  raised  their  pay  offer  to  UK 
manual  workers  to  8.5  per  cent 
following  the  rejection  of  a  7.7  per  cent 
offer  earlier  this  month.  The  offer 
also  includes  the  consolidation  of 
productivity  bonuses  and  will  be  put 
to  union  members  for  consultation. 

Following  the  breakdown  of 
national  negotiations  between  the 
General  and  Municipal  Workers  Union 
and  member  companies  of  the 
Chemical  Industries  Association  (C&D, 
June  13,  pi  149),  a  programme  of 
local  pay  claims  at  individual 
companies  has  been  supported  at  a 


GMWU  delegate  conference.  Ballots 
would  be  held  before  industrial  action 
if  negotiations  were  to  break  down. 
The  Union  says  a  number  of  companies 
have  already  offered  more  than  the 
7.2  per  cent  national  proposal.  ■ 

Unit  dose  growth 

Sales  generated  by  unit  dose  packaged 
pharmaceuticals  in  Europe  Will 
increase  seven  per  cent  this  year 
—from  $632  million  in  1980  to 
$675m  in  1981 — according  to  a  market 
report  by  Frost  &  Sullivan,  Inc, 
New  York. 

By  1985,  unit  dose  revenues  will 
reach  $937m,  and  by  1990,  $  1,600m. 
Thus,  the  ten-year  forecast  has  the 
market  more  than  doubling  in  size,  a 
growth  nevertheless  referred  to  by 
F&S  as  "unspectacular."  * 

Flavour  outlook 

Flavour  and  fragrance  manufacturers 
are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to 
sell  in  the  European  market,  and  some 
of  the  more  marginal  companies  will 
"inevitably  collapse"  says  a  report 
published  this  week. 

The  report  covers  the  flavours  and 
fragrance  industry  in  the  UK,  West 
Germany,  France,  Italy,  the 
Netherlands  and  Belgium  and  provides 
a  description  of  the  market  in  each 
country  with  forecasts  to  1985.  A 
separate  volume  presents  profiles  of  87 
fragrance  and  flavour  houses.

More  Business  News  overleaf 
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Bosses'  views 
sought  on 
sick  pay  plans 

The  Government  has  published  its 
latest  options  on  the  ways  businesses 
could  be  compensated  for  providing 
a  minimum  level  of  sick  pay  in  the 
first  eight  weeks  of  illness  and  is  now 
asking  employers'  for  their  views. 

Following  criticism  of  the  orginal 
proposals  announced  in  April  1980, 
and  of  the  subsequent  amendments 
made  last  November,  the  Department 
of  Health  has  now  put  foreward  two 
new  options  in  a  consultative  document. 

Although  the  earlier  proposals 
compensated  for  total  extra  direct 
costs  created  by  the  scheme,  the  effect 
on  individual  employers  would  vary 
depending  on  the  such  factors  as  their 
employees'  sickness  experience  and 
their  existing  sick  pay  provision. 
The  new  options — Mark  III  and 
Mark  IV — 'therefore  relate 
compensation  more  closely  to 
individual  employers'  statutory  costs. 

Probe  at  Preston 
passes  'Pride' 

Seventeen  Pride  users  in  the  North 
West  gave  their  views  on  the  computer 
system  to  Unichem's  computer  director 
and  senior  managers  last  week. 

Unichem's  first  Pride  users 
meeting  was  held  at  its  Preston 
branch.  The  aim  was  for  the  company 
to  discover  if  pharmacists  had  any 
problems  with  the  computer  and  to 
listen  to  any  suggestions  they  might 
have  had  on  improving  the  system. 

Management  services  director, 
David  Walker:  "We  wanted  to  see  if 
they  had  any  difficulties  .  .  .  and  find 
out  if  they  would  like  any  new 
features  added  and  we  were  able  to 
tell  them  of  the  improvements  we  were 


Under  Mark  III,  employers  would 
withhold  one  half  of  the  statutory 
costs  they  had  paid  their  employees 
from  their  monthly  remittances  of 
NI  contributions,  while  the  remaining 
compensation  would  be  through  a 
reduction  in  the  secondary  Class  1 
contribution  rate  of  about  0.33 
per  cent.  Under  Mark  IV,  there  would 
be  a  general  reduction  in  the 
employers'  contribution  rate  of  about 
0.5  per  cent  and,  in  addition, 
employers  in  those  industries 
experiencing  particularly  high  rates  of 
sickness,  plus  all  small  employers, 
would  receive  a  larger  reduction  of  the 
order  of  a  further  0.4  per  cent 
— making  0.9  per  cent  in  total. 

The  Government  has  made  it  clear 
that  a  Bill  designed  to  take  account 
of  the  representations  made  by 
employers  will  be  included  in  the 
Queen's  speech  opening  the  new 
session  of  Parliament  in  November.

First  time  facts  on 
non-exec  directors 

Despite  much  publicity  in  recent  years 
concerning  non-executive  directors  and 
audit  committees,  very  little  hard 
information  on  what  companies  are 
actually  doing  has  been  available. 

A  recent  survey  attempts  to  solve 
this  problem  and  among  the  findings 
was  the  fact  that  nearly  40  per  cent 
of  all  listed  firms  have  a  non-executive 
director  on  the  board,  their 
professional  backgrounds  being 
predominantly  that  of  general  business 
and  accountancy.  Overall,  however, 
executive  directors  outnumber  non- 
executive by  2:  1,  although  this  ratio 
falls  to  3:  2  in  listed  and  larger 
companies. 

On  audit  committees,  the  survey 
says  while  few  companies  had  even 
considered  setting  one  up,  those  that 
had  felt  they  were  worthwhile  and 
successful. 

Over  400  companies  took  part  in 
the  exercise  and  50  pages  of  tables  and 
text  are  supported  by  an  appendix.  The 
survey  (£7),  carried  out  by  Company 
Secretary's  Review,  is  available  from
